Williams was arrested, and 
the police say that they found in his 
possession papers that look like policy 
records. Tavior and Williams are both 
charged with writing policy.

Patrons of the Wellston division of 
the Olive line cars are trying hard to 
solve the problem of why the manage- 
ment of the road will:not issue a new 
rule for the stopping of cars at the cor- 
ner of Hamilton and Plymouth ave- 
nues. They endeavored last_ season to 
have such a rule promulgated, but were 
unsuccessful and now they are again 
agitating the subject. 

Under existing rules cars stop for 
passengers to alight after they have 
turned onto Piymouth avenue. What 
the vatrons of the road desire is to

As may be seen from the accompany- 
ing diagram, the Page cars run west 
on Plymouth as far as Hamilton, where 
they turn south on Hamilton.

,;outh. Hamilton avenue is paved. Plym- 
outh avenue is a mud road. The east 
side of Hamilton avenue has granitoid 
walks; the west side, between Plymouth 
‘av. and Julian, is mud. If the cars were 
' stopped just before they crossed the 
‘Page line tracks, or even before 


they turned completely onto Plymouth, 
passengers could alight on a brick 
pavement and walk home on granitoid 
walks. If cars do not stop until they 
turn onto Plymouth, passengers must 
alight in the mud, and either walk 
north on a mud walk on the west side 
of Hamilton, or wade out of the mud to 
the paved portion of Plymouth or Ham- 
ilton. There are as yet no _ finished 
houses on the west side of Hamilton or 
the north side of Plymouth in the block 
in question, although. some very fine 
ones are being built. 

Another point: The Wellston cars at 
night and morning, when traffic is 
heavy, are obliged, often, to stop at 
the very point desired in order to let 
the Page cars, which are coming down 
hill, turn the corner. Invariably, when 
they do this, every passenger tries to 
‘alight, often at the risk of breaking 
his neck. 





If every car would stop at 
it would not only please all 
the patrons, but would prevent motor- 
men from taking the chances they

money do I spend on dress? Goodness! 
I never think what things cost, but if 
you want to pin me down to figures 1 
would say at random that $200,000 a 
year is the minimum sum on which a 
fashionable woman can dress.” 

Miss Guila P. Morosini, famed for the 
splendor of her costumes and the beau- 
ty of her figure, upon which the crea- 
tions of the costumer’s art are always 
shown to the best possible advantage, 
talked today of the gowns which she 
will wear thjs week at the horseshow. 

“There is really no end to the amount 
@ woman with money could spend on 
dress,’ she said. ‘“‘When I say $200,000 
a year I am putting the figures quite 
low. A well-dressed woman has at 
least one hundred gowns a year. Some 
of mine cost as high as $6000, others less 
than $1000. I would average them at 
about $1000 apiece.

‘For the horse show I always have a 
number of gowns made.

It is true that I have,a new costume 
for every time I appear at the horse 
show, and for the times I exhibit in the 
afternoon and morning I have nine or 
ten gowns made for this purpose.”

The military experts, including President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Taft, are: ‘entitled. to settle among 
themselves, whether or not it is “for the good of the 
service, to reinstate the three companies of the 
Twenty-fifth Jnited States Infantry, whom the Pres- 
ident ordered dishonorably discharged because they 
refused to give him information when it was asked 
for by legal processes and in a lawful manner. 

That, however, is a minor matter. What con- 
cerns the country at large and the State of Texas 
in particular, is law and the enforcement of law for 
justice and the protection of the people.

UCH consternation was created this week by 2@ 
M young wOman’s application to the New York 
Central Railroad for a position as fireman or en- 
gineer. The applicant is admittedly educationally quali- 
fied for the job she seeks, only—and this, of course, pre- 
gents what is to most minds an _ insuperable obstacle— 
there has never been a working woman fireman before. 

But why shouldn’t a woman be able to run an engine, 
since almost any woman ‘can run a man, a much more 
complicated piece of machinery?
